I mentioned in general terms our contacts 
Mr. Ashley was interested but did not appear to know 
I pointed out that this was, of course, a very sensitive 
area and emphasized that it was one in which we could do nothing. I also 
made it clear that we were not asking the Congressman to take any action on 
this but thought, in view of his past affiliations (with RFE), and continuing 
interest, he might wish to be aware of this. 

The Congressman mentioned, in passing, that the Subcommittee's 
report on the Fiat agreement was being well received. He said the Agency's 
study was, of course, a very useful part of the study and represented a 
major contribution. We discussed some of the problems involved in the 
Agency's participation in these studies. It was Mr. Ashley's view that, 
where the Agency had and could prepare unclassified material of this sort, 
it should be made available to the Legislative Branch and to the public. 

He said there might be reaction against this as there seemed to be against 
anything that involved the Agency but he said he thought this had to be a 
matter of education.
